The  "site"  in  our  BID  (which  is  only  under  study)  meets  all  the 
requirements  for  distance  from  schools,  libraries  and  recreational 
facilities  and,  it's  important  to  understand  that  this  is  a  temporary 
situation  with  restricted  hours  -  10pm  to  6am.  All  Vehicles  must  be 
legally  registered  and  have  insurance  and  all  must  adhere  to  all 
the  rules  and  regulations  that  will  be  put  in  place  after  the  study 
has  been  completed  and  before  it  is  enacted  by  the  Council. 

The  primary  purpose  is  to  allow  for  a  safe  sleeping  area  for 
individuals  and  families  that  will  have  washing/toilet  facilities  and 
Security  during  the  occupied  time.  There  will  be  STRICT 
GUIDELINES  and  no  alcohol,  drugs  or  any  illegal  activity  will  be 
tolerated  or  allowed.  While  it  is  not  a  locked-down  facility,  once 
the  vehicle/occupants  enter  the  structure,  they  will  not  be  allowed 
to  (wonder  the  streets). 

This  may  not  be  what  anyone  wants  but  there  is  a  reality  to  this 
issue  and  (in  my  opinion)  it  has  become  a  humane  one  and  it 
seems  to  be  incumbent  on  us  all  to  offer  what  we  can. 

Finally,  as  you  already  know,  these  areas  of  suggestion  are  all 
owned  by  the  City. 

This  is  all  I  know  at  this  time.
